Every country loses population by 
emigration, but the yearly exodus has 
caused considerable anxiety in Cana 
da, a growing country which can ill 
afford to lose manpower. At present 


particularly, any loss of manpower is

Until recently, accurate estimates 
of the numbers and characteristics of 
the people leaving Canada were not 
available, although it was known that 


they came largely from the more 


highly-trained and skilled part of the 
working force. A recent paper prepar- 
ed by the Dominion Bureau of Stati 


tics offers, for the first time, a break 


down, by age, sex, occupation and pro 
vince of origin, of those emigrating 
during the two years ending June 
1950 

The figur es 1 1 the pre tie 
of the paper are based on the number 
of applicatior received by the For- 
eigen Exchange Control Board for 
change of status from resident to not 
resident. They, therefore, do not in 
clude every emigrant. However, most 
persons leaving the country do apply 
to the Board, and it is known that 
the information doe cover the bulk 
of emigrants.

Before answering these Korean 
questions, do find or invest in a map. 
A large colored map of the world or 
a globe should be in every home 
where school age boys and girls are 


growing up. Don't have a map folded , 


neatly away in a drawer, but put it 
up on a wall at the child's level. En- 
courage your child's natural curios- 
ity about maps by getting him to look 
up places mentioned in the news- 
paper. by 

Families often listen regularly to 
radio news broadcasts, but they 
should also take time to discuss. cur- 
rent events. If you have onjoyed 
working on this Quiz on Korea in 
your home, why not make a regular 
place for talking over national and 
world events in the family time sche- 
dule? Friday right after supper or 
Saturday after the noon meal are 
times when some homes slate their 
“Buzz Session” on “What's going on 
in the World ” 

Here are the answers to last week's 
questions. 

1. Other names for Korea are Chosen 
—the Land of Dawn or Morning 
Light or Land of Morning Calm. 

2. The Koreans are (c) a distinct 
race, different from other orient- 
als. Koreans are thought to be de- 
scendants from both nomadic Mon- 
golian tribes mixed with Caucasian 
peoples of Western Asia. 

. The area of the Korean Peninsula 

is ‘Fighty-Five Thousand square 

miles. (Which is nearly twice as 
big as Novia Scotia and New Druns 
wich together. 

The approximate distance between 
Canada and Korea is over 4000 
miles. ' 

(b) There are almost 30 million 
Koreans, (Over twice ag many as 
our 14 million Canadians.) 

6. The climate in Korea is temperate 

—similar to that in the North Hast- 

ern section of U. 8, but with a 

heavier summer rainfall. 

Korean countryside is (c) mount- 
ainous, The Ever White mountains 
are in the North and the Diamond 
Mountains along the East Coast.
